Tthich give, by Counties and Provinces, the acreage under Crops, 
and the number and description of Live Stock in 1891. 

The materials necessary for the compilation of these Statistics 
were obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
Metropolitan Police, who discharged this important duty with 
zeal and efficiency. 

The Abstracts have been carefully compiled from summaries 
made by the Enumerators, and may in some slight degree differ 
from the revised figures which will be subsequently published. 

Notes, furnished to me by the District Inspectors of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary (who acted as Superintendents of Enumeration), 
on the state of the various crops in their districts at the time of 
the collection of the Returns, will be found at pp. 20-40.

Division of The total extent under crops in 1891 is 4,815,465 acres, being 
Laa ' i ‘ a net decrease on the extent in 1890 of 104,261 acres, or 2-1 per 
cent. There was a decrease in Leinster of 32,452 acres, or 2'4 
per cent, ; in Munster, of 7,954 acres, or 0'7 per cent.; in Ulster, 
of 56,001 acres, or 3-2 per cent,; and in Connaught, of 7,854 
acres, or T2 per cent. 

In 1890 the extent returned under grass was 10,212,256 acres, 
in 1891 the amount returned is 10,291,400 acres, being an increase 
of 79,144 acres ; the extent returned as fallow in 1890 was 
14,595 acres, and in 1891, 21,786 acres; the extent under woods 
and plantations in 1890 was 327,461 acres, against 311,351 acres 
in 1S91 ; and the extent returned under “Bog and Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, &c.," in 1890 was 4,854,715 acres, against 
4,888,751 acres in 1891, being an increase of 34,036 acres ; of the 
acreage thus returned in 1891, 1,191,122 acres bare been entered 
by the enumerators as turf bog,* 551,375 acres as marsh, and 
2,211,314 acres as barren mountain land. 

Total Extest under Crops. 

Cereal crops Cereal Crops. — Compared with 1890 there appears a de- 
crease of 10,947 acres in the acreage under wheat; of 6,538 acres 
under oats; of 4,110 acres under barley, and of 1,171 acres 
under here and rye. There is an increase of 361 acres under beans 
and pease; showing a total decrease of 22,405 acres in the extent 
under cereal crops. 

Gi«a crops Green Crops. — The acreage under turnips has increased by 

4,875 acres ; and under mangel wurzel and beet root by 5,225 
acres. The extent under potatoes decreased by 27,741 acres; 
cabbage by 2,930 acres ; carrots, parsnips, and other green crops 
by 2,521 acres, and vetches and rape by 427 acres, leaving a net 
decrease of 23,519 acres in the extent under green crops. 

Flax. — The acreage under flax in 1890 was 96,896 acres, and 
in 1891 the extent returned under this crop is 74,672 acres, being 
a decrease of 22,224 acres. 

Meadow In the returns the area under meadow and clover is shown as 

aid Clover, the extent for hay only, subdivided under the headings “Clover, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation” and “Permanent pasture, 
or grass not broken up in rotation." The extent for hay under 
“ Clover, &c.” in 1890, was 631,818 acres, and in 1891 is 595,277 
acres, being a decrease of 36,541 acres. The area for hay on per- 
manent pasture in 1890 was 1,461,816 acres, and in 1891 is 
1,462,244 acres, showing an increase of 428 acres, being equal to a 
net decrease of 36,113 acres in the area under meadow and. clover.
